This w as the reason why he becam e the ob­ 
vious choice of both political parties for a presi­ 
dential nom ination: he chose to take the R e­ 


publican nom ination instead of the D em ocratic

Pain For Cancer 
Victims Bared 
HOUSTON, Tex. Lf)—A method 
of relieving pain in dying cancer 
patients without the use of nar­ 
cotics or brain operations was an­ 
nounced today by two Texas med­ 
ical researchers. 
The procedure requires the injec­ 
tion of a small amount of pure 
alcohol in the spinal cord. A single 
treatment can 
banish pain for 


'three to six months, 
said Dr. 
Richard C. Hay and Dr. William 
Derrick of the M. D. Anderson 
Hospital here. 
Dr. Hay and Dr. Derrick de­ 
scribed the results of 81 cases to 
the lith annual Symposium on 
Fundamental 
Cancer 
Research. 
The meeting is sponsored by the 
hospital and the medical branch 
of the University of Texas. 
Intractable pain is one of the 
worst features of the final stage 
of cancer. Narcotics relieve the 
agony for a while but eventually 
the patient becomes so tolerant of 


the drugs that they do little good. 
The alcohol treatment was effec­ 
tive in all but five of the cases, 
the physicians said.

Little of Joseph’s personal history is told in the N ew 
Testament. H e is described as a “just man,” who resided 
in Nazaretfi. H e was of the house and the lineage of 
David. 
W e know him as a guiet man, who understood and 
believed the message or the angel who warned him of 
danger to the Infant Jesus, and kept him constantly 
alert to the snares woven in the minds of the C hilds 
enemies. 
H e comes to us in the role of the protective father, 
the tireless watcher over his Charge, the careful provi-. 
der of His early physical needs. 
Scriptural history of Joseph ends with the account of 
the Holy Family’s journey to Jerusalem for the Passover, 
when Jesus was 12 years of age. 
But it is evident by implication that he died before 
the trial and crucifixion, since Jesus upon the Cross gave 
the care of His mother into the keeping of the beloved 
disciple. 
There is an apocryphal story told of Joseph and his 
carpenter’s shop, where he is said to have taught Jesus 
his trade. 
H e was showing the young Boy how to carve wood 
with the grain. Jesus watched closely and then dupli­ 
cated the operation with understanding and skill. 
“You can always know a wood by its grain,’’ Joseph 
told Him. “And knowing the grain, you can mould it 
to the form you wish.” 
“It is like the nature of man. Know this, and you can 
anticipate his thoughts, and direct these as you wish, if 
you have a reason that is good.” 
Jesus understood this parable, the story goes. H e told 
Joseph: 
“I am aware of the Tim e ahead. And I will meet it.”

If a neighbor cannot accept de­ 
livery, contact the Post Office or 
transportation agent and leave in­ 
structions as to where the plants 
can be delivered. A cool base­ 
ment, garage or shaded porch is al­ 
ways better than a mailroom or 
on-hand department for dormant 
plants and nursery stock. 
Best of all, if you are home, 
have the ground well prepared and 
make your planting as soon as 
possible after delivery. E a r l y 
planting, liberal watering and fol­ 
lowing the sender's instructions 
will insure best growth of all plant 
materials.

Leasing Makes Sense 


The city's finances being what they are, vir­ 
tually any situation involving an expenditure 
naturally stirs a controversy and calls for ser­ 
ious thinking both on the p art of those re­ 
questing money and those governing the purse 


strings. 


The battle over police cruisers by tile adm in­ 
istration and council is such a situation. 


With due respect to the councilmen and their 
m any problem s, financial and otherwise, the 
adm inistration seem s to have a sound argu­ 
m ent in calling for the leasing of new cruisers 
rather than pouring m ore money down the 
drain in the way of repairs to the present badly- 


battered ones. 
T hat council is open-minded on the m atter 
w as indicated today when the Finance Com­ 
m ittee said it plans to m ake a thorough study 
of the leasing plan before the end of the month. 
Councilmen explained that a Thursday repair 
order w as a “ stop-gap” m easure rather than a 


final decision. 
Be it police cruisers or other worn-out equip­ 
m ent, repairs required for proper service gen­ 
erally prove m ore costly over a given period 
than new equipm ent available under satisfac­ 


tory term s. 
For example, yesterday afternoon estim ates 
on partial repairs to one of the old cruisers in 
question ranged from $400 up, with no guaran­ 
tee of completely satisfactory perform ance 
The adm inistration's feeling is that it would 
be m ore economical to accept a plan calling 
for the leasing of two sedans and a station 
wagon for a total of $4,600 yearly. 
And M ayor Devon and Safety-Service Direc­ 
tor Heasley have indicated they would settle 
for two cruisers — and possibly even one — if 
financial conditions so dictate. 
At a recent session of council. Heasley point­ 
ed out that m aintenance of the present cruis­ 
ers cost about $4,000 a year, including $2,000 
for repairs and parts and $2,000 for oil, labor 
and other items. 
Under the proposed leasing, the city’s only 
expense would be for gasoline, with the supplier 
bearing all other costs, 
including 
insurance. 
repairs and m aintenance. 
The 
cruisers 
are 
needed 
and 
the 
leasing 
seem s m ore sensible from a dollars-and-eents 
standpoint.

SEN. LA FOLLETTE refused to | 
testify before a congressional com ­ 
m ittee as to his conduct. No ac­ 
tion was taken to 
punish 
him 
although the Senate was petitioned 
by both houses of the Wisconsin 
legislature and by the Republican 
state central com m ittee to expel 
him. 
Just three years later 
he 
was 
overwhelmingly re-elected senator 
from Wisconsin by a larger vote 
than he had received before 
He 
ran for the presidency of the Unit­ 
ed States on the Progressive party 
ticket in 1924 and polled nearly 5 
million votes, which is m ore than 
Theodore Roosevelt got 
when 
he 
ran on the Progressive ticket in 
1912. 
Even as late as November 1956 
the Republican voters of Wisconsin 
gave a combined m ajority to two 
Republicans 
who 
opposed 
Sen. 
Wiley in his successful contest for 
renomination. 
The two who actually polled to­ 
gether a m ajority of the votes in 
the prim ary were generally fav­ 
orable to Sen. M cCarthy’s position 
on public questions and 
it was 
widely assum ed that the 
renom i­ 
nation of Sen. Wiley was desired 
by the White House. 
So it is not easy to predict what 
the Wisconsin voters in the Repub­ 
lican party m ay do in the next pri­ 
m ary, nor is it easy to foretell how 
m any D em cratic voters who side 
with 
Sen. 
McCarthy m ay cross 
over into the Republican party and 
help him win both the nom ina­ 
tion and the election. 


AS LONG AS Congress appro­

from Texas, with the effect of plac­ 
ing his party in control of the Sen­ 
ate, it will not be due to lack of 
help from the em battled Demo­ 
cratic factions in the Lone Star 
State.

There are also some 59.000 other 
local unions and over 485.000 union 
officers — and I’m proud to call 
m any of them my friends, even 
if we call each other nam es from 
tim e to time. 


BUT NOW the small percentage

They are calling ♦ogether their 
trusted spear-carriers and are de­ 
fying the world.

Since there obviously won’t be a 
clean-up from inside some unions, 
it will come from without — the 
Congress. The problem now. say 
seven of the most hard - hitting 
critics of certain labor activities, 
is to prevent public anger from 
creating an atm osphere in which 
laws so tough will be passed that 
all labor will suffer.

feels this concern, then there is 
reason for all labor to m ake sure 
that the windows are open in its 
house. 


NOT THAT ANYONE can stop 
the passage of new labor laws. 
These will come in 1958. If there 
is calm — and housecleaning — 
there will be legislation only in 
three areas. Sen. Karl Mundt. a 
m em b er of the Senate elect racket 
busting 
committee, 
sees 
it 
this 
way. 
The 
senator has 
been 
talking 
with his colleagues and they say 
that first m ust come the certainty 
that union m em bers run their own 
unions. 
Sounds fair enough. 
But there

After 
that there w ere no meetings, no 
reports — som etim es not even re c ­ 
ords.

G radually these locals w ere iso­ 
lated from the mem bership. The 
trustees 
evolved 
into 
strangers 
who collected 
dues 
and 
nobody 
ever dared ask questions. 


NOW SEN. MUNDT and his col­ 
leagues want laws 
which 
would 
give a national union the power to 
police some w ayw ard local union 
—but only after due process of law 
is observed and with assurance it 
will be returned to its citizenry 
within a reasonable 
tim e 
so 
it 
doesn’t become 
just 
an 
isolated 
baronial dues - collecting machine. 
The second area for new laws is 
the welfare and pension field — 
now’ piled up with some 25 billion 
dollars.

The senators want to protect this 
money, perhaps with laws which

Sen. Paul Douglas, of Illinois, has 
I a bill in the hopper which would 
set up a sort of Securities and E x ­ 
change Commission unit to guard 


this stockpile of dollars. 
Sen. Mundt says there m ust be 
full public disclosure of what hap­ 
pens to every penny. 


AND FINALLY there is labor’s 
political activity. The senators are 
appalled at the way some of the 
union men backed candidates, not 
on the basis of who would be for 
better laws for labor but on a per­ 
sonal basis and on a personal polit­ 
ical tieup.

Last (H The Luxury Liners

PARIS 
The glamorous era of luxury At­ 
lantic ocean liners — half a cen­ 
tury old — m ay be all but over, 
experts say. They were weighing 
the news that the French govern­ 
m ent is likely to postpone “ inde­ 
finitely” the building of its much- 
heralded liner “ F ra n c e .” 
Though the vessel, which would 
have been ready to ply the Atlan­ 
tic in 1960, is to be put on the 
shelf 
as 
a 
tem porary 
economy 
m easure, doubt was expressed in 
shipping circles that it will ever 
be launched. 
“ The F ra n c e ’ very well m ay be 
the last ship of its size and lux­ 
ury to be planned for the Atlan­ 
tic route.” was the gloomy pre­ 
diction of one Am erican shipping 
executive. “ It is probable that the 
United States entered the luxury 
liner competition in the Atlantic in 
what is going to prove its final 
days.” 
The “ F ra n c e ” was intended as a 
i speed rival to the postw ar Am eri­ 
can liner “ United States,” which 
holds the record for the Atlantic 
crossing. 
The 
feeling 
in 
expert 
quarters now is that no country, 
including America, will in the fu­ 
ture build anything to equal or sur­ 
pass the later vessel. 
Despite the trem endous step-up 
in tourist and business travel be­ 
tween America and Europe during 
the past few years, there has not 
been a rush to place large new 
passenger ships into service. 
Britain's Cunard Line, the oldest

m eans the state share of horse 
bets passed the seven million dol­ 
lar m ark only five years after it 
first hit the one-million m ark in 
1951. State revenue from racing in 
the first year that betting was 
legalized—1933—was $104,139. 
The number of days of racing 
in Ohio last year was 34 times 
the num ber in 1933. but 19 times 
as much money was wagered. 
Ohio racing fans last year back­

High Court Invokes 
States’’ Rights In 
Upsetting U.S. Rule 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. Of! -T h e 
Florida Supreme Court today in­ 
voked, states* rights to deny Virgil 
Hawkins, Daytona Beach Negro, 
immediate aimission to the Uni­ 
versity of Florida law school. 
The state tribunal’s order came 
down almost a year after the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled that Hawkins 
was entitled to prompt admission 
to the all-white university. 
In its 5-2 opinion, the state court 
said it could not conceive that the 
U. S. Supreme Court “would hold 
that the highest court of a sover­ 
eign state does not have the right 
to control the effective date of its 
own discretionary process.” 
The state Supreme Court said 
that while it was refusing at this 
time to order Hawkins’ admission 
to the University of Florida, the 
action was taken without prejudice 
to his rights to come before the 
court again "when he is prepared 
to present testimony showing that 
his re-admission can be accom­ 
plished without doing great ‘public 
mischief’.” 
Hawkins, 49 - year - old faculty 
member at Bethune - Cookman 
College at Daytona Beach, has 
been trying for about eight years 
to gain admission to the all-white 
university. 
The majority opinion said the 
state court’s appointment of a 
commissioner last year to take 
testimony to determine when Haw­ 
kins’ admission to the university 
could 
be 
accomplished 
without 
trouble 
was 
based 
upon 
two 
grounds — one state and one fed­ 
eral. 
The 
opinion 
said 
the 
state 
grounds was “the exercise of our 
traditional power as a state court 
to decline to issue the extra­ 
ordinary writ of mandamus if to 
do so would tend to work a serious 
public mischief.” 
The federal ground, the state 
court said, was the so - called 
implementation decree of the U.S. 
Supreme Court in which local, 
tribunals were given the authority 
to 
determine 
when 
segregation 
would end in local public schools. 
The state court said that despite 
recent decisions which appeared 
to infringe upon 
states’ 
rights 
“ We cannot attribute to the Su­ 
preme Court an intention to abro­ 
gate the rule which denies to fed­ 
eral courts the right to regulate 
or control long established rule of 
practice and procedure adopted by 
state courts for the administration 
of justice therein.” 
The Florida court added “We 
cannot assume that the Supreme 
Court 
intended 
to 
deprive 
the 
highest court of an independent 
sovereign state of one of its tradi­ 
tional powers, that is the right to 
exercise a sound judicial discre­ 
tion as to the date of the issuance 
of its process in order to prevent 
a serious public mischief.”

Jesus Loved Them

*W hen Jesus therefore saw his mother, and the 
disciple standing by, whom he loved, he saith unto 
his mother, Woman, behold thy son!”

Whatever distinctions or commendable attributes the 
other apostles may have had, it was John whom Jesus 
loved with the intimate, understanding affection of 
brother, companion, and trustworthy friend. 
At the Last Supper, John was seated not only next to 
Jesus, but leaned his head upon the Master s breast. 
And in the agonized hour of His death, looking down 
upon the little group of faithful who had followed Him 
even to the Cross, Jesus commits His mother to the care 
of John. 
Again, it was the beloved disciple who first recognized 
the resurrected Jesus on the Sea of Galilee, when He 
appeared in the morning twilight on the dim shore. 
John was a son of Zebedee, an apparently well-to-do 
fisherman of Bethsaida. Jesus nicknamed him and James, 
his brother, Boanerges, meaning “Sons of Thunder.M 
Such a designation should serve to dispel the impres­ 
sion that might be given of John by early Christian art, 
which often depicts him as of a passive, meek, almost 
epicene nature. 
In the face of extreme persecution by a group headed 
by Saul of Tarsus, John resolutely stood his ground. The 
Scripture tells of his presence in Jerusalem 15 years after 
Saul s (later Paul) first visit to that city. 
John s later history is not recounted in the N ew Testa­ 
ment. But according to tradition, he left Jerusalem and 
went to Ephesus. It is said that during the reign of 
Domitian, he was arrested and taken to Rome, and later 
sent into exile on the Isle of Patmos 
It was while there, apocryphal accounts say, that he 
was given the visions of the fast days, part of which he 
wrote down in his Book of the Revelation. 
It is conjectured that he lived to an extreme old age, 
the dates of his death having been set variously from 
A D. 89 to A D 120.

Senate-House 
Discord Over 
Budget Aired 


Legislators Race 
Saturday Deadline 
For Adjournment 


CHARLESTON UP — The next- 
to-last day before the 1957 Legis- 
a t u r e ' s adjournment deadline 
found conference committees at 
work trying to compromise Senate- 
louse disagreement on at least a 
half-dozen major bills. 
Conferees who have the task of 
resolving differences between Sen­ 
ate and House-passed budget bills 
held their first meeting Thursday 
night and were in session again 
this morning. 
The adjournment deadline f o r 
the 60-day session is midnight to­ 
morrow. However, if the budget 
bill has not been finally enacted 
by then, the Legislature can—un­ 
der a routine constitutional proc- 
amation issued by Gov. 
Under­ 
wood — go into extended session 
through next Tuesday. The extra 
time would be limited exclusively 
to budget consideration. 
House Speaker Flannery (D-Lo- 
gan) said he saw no reason why 
the Legislature could not wind up 
its work in time for final adjourn­ 
ment by early tomorrow evening. 
Major bills besides the budget 
that were in conference commit­ 
tees included county-level capita­ 
tion and property transfer taxes 
to raise money for schools, re-or 
ganization of the Road Commis­ 
sion, salary increases for depart­ 
ment heads, and liberalization of 
the workmen’s compensation law. 
Nowhere were the Senate a n d 
House farther apart than on the 
workmen’s compensation bill. It 
went to conference after the House 
yesterday refused, by a 56-44 vote, 
lo 
accept the 
Senate’s 
drastic 
downward revision and the Senate 
in turn refused to recede from its 
position. 
There appeared to be scant hope 
tor breaking the deadlock on the 
capitation tax measure, w h i c h 
was in conference for the second 
time. The stumbling block is the 
House version’s provision requir­ 
ing approval in a special county 
election before the tax of up to 
$10 a year could be imposed. The 
Senate would I e t county school 
wards Impose the tax upon their 
own initiative. 
Major bills at passage stage on 
legislative calendars today includ­ 
ed increased teacher retirement 
benefits and store license tax re­ 
vision in the Senate and creation 
of a board to handle state insur­ 
ance placement in the House. 
The Senate yesterday p a s s e d 
three House-approved measures to 
overhaul the state’s industrial de­ 
velopment program. Two of t h e 
bills, which went to the governor 
after Senate passage, would abo! 
ish the Industrial and Publicity 
Commission and transfer its pub­ 
licity and advertising functions to 
the Conservation Department. 
The third and main bill, to es­ 
tablish a West Virginia Business 
Development Authority, goes back 
to the House for action on Senate 
amendments 
h i c h greatly re­ 
duced the scope of the proposed 
agency. 
Eliminated in the Senate were 
House-approved provisions where­ 
by 
t h e 
development 
authority 
would have administered an indus­ 
trial development fund, maintain­ 
ed by money from private sour­ 
ces. The fund would have been a 
source of loans for industrial de­ 
velopment projects. 
Passed finally by the House and 
sent to the governor were enabling 
acts to put two proposed consti­ 
tutional amendments on the 1958 
election ballot. The 
amendment 
proposals themselves were 
ap­ 
proved by the Legislature earlier. 
One of the proposals is a “ Better 
Schools Amendment,” identical for 
all 
practical 
purposes 
to t h e 
amendment West Virginia voters 
turned down in the election last 
November. It would raise the lim­ 
its on excess levies which coun­ 
ties may vote for school purposes. 
The other proposed amendment 
is to legalize issuance of non-vot­ 
ing stock by corporations. It was 
drawn up as an outgrowth of a re­ 
cent decision in which the State 
Supreme Court said the present 
constitution prohibits issuance of 
stock which does not carry the 
right to vote for corporate direc­ 
tors.

Forecasting Guide 
Consumer Income Holds 
Key To Business Plans 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK MV-When the chips 
are down in the business game— 
as they are at this uncertain mo* 
ment — what do company presi­ 
dents look for first as a guide to 
luture planning? 
The amount of consumer income 
available for spending—according 
to a survey of executives by the 
American Management Assn. 
Forecasting is a growing con­ 
cern in industrial circles — and 
perhaps one reason that business­ 
men seem so much more vocal 
these days on economic trends, 
near and long distant, than they 
were before the war. It’s getting 
hard to find one who won’t read 
the tea leaves at any business 
luncheon. 
In the biggest corporations fore­ 
casting now is a full time job for 
one or more trained economists. In 
many large and medium sized 
companies, and a number of small 
ones, economic soothesaying is a 
regular part time job for some 
official. 
Most of this forecasting as a 
business method within the com­ 
panies themselves has developed 
since World War II. Its closing 
months found so much perplexity 
about what would happen to busi­ 


n ess come peace that corporations 
began trying to find out for them­ 
selves rather than trying to evalu­ 
ate conflicting outside guesses. 
Increasingly, too, business plan­ 
ning has become a long - range 
litem. 
Expansion 
programs 
are 
laid over a sizable span of years. 
Raw m aterial reserves are sought 
to match guesses pf future prod­ 
uct 
demand. 
Research, 
product 
design, 
sales programs increas­ 
ingly are aimed at the horizon as 
well as the foreground. 
Careful and continuing forecasts 
become 
basis 
for decisions 
on 
construction, mergers, buying oth­ 
er companies, diversifying, order­ 
ing replacements of equipment or 
additional machinery. 
Economic trend divining molds 
corporate budgets, schedules pro­ 
duction, 
p r o g r a m s financing 
moves, sets inventory levels. The 
forecaster is consulted before fi­ 
nally deciding on m arket expan­ 
sion, product design, hiring policy 
and investments. 
To find out how they forecast 
business, the American Manage­ 
ment Assn. surveyed 56 company 
presidents, mostly of small or me­ 
dium sized concerns, and made a 
more intensive study of the ac­ 
tivities in 31 additional firms, most- 


jly with 10.000 or more employes 
and annual sales topping IOO mil­ 
lion dollars. 
I Most of the 87—whether their 
'products are consumer goods, in­ 
dustrial goods, or services—say 
they pay most attention to con- 
I sumer buying power, since the 
consumer is their final judge. Next 
they watch trends in purchases, 
sales and production in their own 
industry. 
Consumer buying itself is deter­ 
mined by some sub - indicators 
Chief factor: wages and salaries 
—and here the length of the work 
week, the totals of employment 
and joblessness and wafe scale 
trends are watched. Other factors: 
dividends, 
rents, 
interest, 
the 
price of farm products, and, in­ 
creasingly, industrial pensions and 
social security. Shifts in saving 
habits are studied closely. 
Population trends, both national 
and regional, are charted by many 
firms. 
Many industrial g o o d s 
manufacturers report their fore­ 
casters also study the business 
prospects of companies that buy 
from them.
